German  Treatv  of  Alliance.  m;ldi.slu-d  in  l-eb- 
ruarv  of  uSSS/whieb  Italy  fnnnallv  j.,ined  in 
1SS6.  Having  incurred  the  displeasure  of  the 
present  Kaiser,  William  I!,  he  resigned  the 
chancellorship  in  March  1890,  the  title  of  Dnke 
of  Lauenburg  being  cunferreil  U]>on  him  on 
liis  retirement.  His  eightieth  liirtliday  (  April 
1.  1895)  was  maile  the  occasion  for  extraor-  . 
dinary  ovations  in  his  honor,  in  which  the  i 
emperor  took  a  prominent  p,'irt.  Since  his  | 
retirement  he  has  lived  in  semi-seclusion  in  ; 
his  castle  at  Friedrichsruhe  where  he  passed 
peacefully  away  on  Saturday  night.

The  riiited  States 
has  not  recognized  the  existence  {)f  the  Greater 
Republic  of  Central  America,  hut  its<lip!oin- 
atic  representative  has  been  received  as  the 
accredited  minister  of  the  three  states  com])os- 
ing  the  union. _  It  is  characteristic  of  Central 
American  politics  to  find  that  Salvador  is 
much  more  iu  .sympathy  with  Costa  Rica, 
with  which  \icaragiia  h;is  a  quarrel,  than  it  it 
with  Nicaragua,  the  state  to  which  il  is  ii'uni- 
iiall^-  allied.  In  llie  existing  c(Midition  of  hit- 
ter jealousies  and  rivalries,  and  U]iscrupuloiis 
governmental  intrigues,  the  pros|)ccts  of  get- 
ting together  the  Central  American  republics 
on  any  basis  of  federal  union  seem  snflicientlv 
remote. 

Hifttorv  moves  iu  a  circle  in  Central  .-Xnier- 
ica,  and.'  unfortunately,  the  circle  completes 
itself  on  a  lower  |ilaiie  than  that  on  which  it 
started.  It  is  srjine  76  years  since  the  con- 
gress of  tile  newly-formed  republic  of  Salvador 
resolved  ill  favor  of  annexation  to  the  I'liiled 
States  and  called  for  tlie  appointment  of  com- 
mi,ssioners  to  visit  Washington  in  order  to 
carry  out  this  purpose.  But,  about  that  time, 
the  plan  of  forniinga  leagueamoiig  the  iicwh'- 
eufianeliised  colonies  of  Spain  was  cngrigiiig 
the  mind  of  Simon  Bolivar  and  the  president 
of  Colombia.  .Mexico,  Pern,  Chili  and  lineims 
Aires  united  with  him  in  calling  the  congre-;s 
at  ranama.  over  which  even  John  Quiney 
Adams  waxed  elotjuent  in  a  special  iiie.ssage 
to  congress,  and  to  the  promotion  of  whose 
objects  Henry  Clay,  then  .secrelary  of  state, 
lent  himself  very  enthusiastically.  This  con- 
gress was  at  first  referred  to  in  a  treaty  nego- 
tiated between  Colombia  and  Cbili  in  iSaa, 
Its  declared  purpose  was  the  constructiiui 
of  a  continental  system  for  .America,  which 
should  re.semble  the  one  already  constituted  in 
Europe.  Ev  1^25  the  meeting  of  the  congress 
was  SO  far'a.ssured  that  the  ambissadors  of 
Colombia  and  Mexico  verbally  inepiired  of 
Clay  whether  an  invitation  to  be  present,  in 
the  person  of  delegates,  would  be  acceptable 
to  President  Adams.  The  idea  had  been  a 
favorite  one  with  the  American  secretary  of 
state  several  years  before.  As  early  as  1820 
Clay  had  pleaded  for  the  establishment  of  a 
human  freedom  league  in  America  in  which 
all  the  nations  from  Hudson's  Bay  to  Cape 
Plorn  shouhl  he  united,  so  that  through  tlie 
power  of  example,  through  its  moral  influ- 
ence, the  American  system  .should  ever  extenil 
further  and  further,  and  a  point  nf  union,  a 
haven  for  freedtaii  and  lovers  of  freedom, 
would  be  formed  on  the  .soil  that  was  wet 
with  the  blood  of  llie  revolutionary  fore- 
fathers. 

In  the  debates  which  took  place  in  congress 
on  the  invitation  to  be  represented  at  Panama, 
the  southern  senators  placed  the  necessity  for 
preserving  the  institution  of  negro  slavery  as 
ail  impassable  wall  between  the  Fnited  States 
and  the  rest  oi  the  world.  Hayue  of  South 
Carolina  said  :  »  With  nothing  connected  with 
slavery  can  we  consent  to  treat  with  other  na- 
tions, and  least  of  all  ought  wc  to  touch  the 
question  of  the  independence  of  Havti  in  con- 
conjunction  with  revoliilionary  governments 
whose  own  history  affords  an  example  scarcely 
less  fatal  to  our  repose.

A.S  the  Trea.suTy  g!ves  no  cash  balan- 
ces,it  is  impossible  to  check  the  accuracy 
of  tlie  foregoing  accounts.  Tlie  minister 
states  tliat  these  lialances  are  still 
«  subject  to  liquidation,  »  and  it  is  also 
certain  that  they  arc  subject  to  verifi- 
cation. It  is  certain  that  the  Treasury 
po.ssesses  no  such  thing  as  a  cash  surplus 
of  12 1,768. 320$! 8 1  l)rought  forward 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  1895  loan.s. 
They  are  simply  book  credits,  and  might 
now  be  appropriately  termed  imaginary 
recourses. 

The  returns  also  do  not  include  the 
balances  at  the  disposition  of  the  London 
treasury  agsncy,  which  at  times  are  very 
considerable. 

During  the  \~f\si  year  the  executive 
opened  supplementary,  extraordinary 
and  special  credits  to  an  aggregate  of 
59.g57,644$533.  These  were  designed 
to  meet  deficiencies  in  appropriations, 
and  special  expenditures  purposely  left 
out  of  the  annual  budget.  They  also 
include  unforeseen  emergencies,  such  as 
if  public  relief, »  etc.,  for  which  congress 
is  accustomed  to  authorize  the  cxccnti\'e 
to  open  extraordinary  credits.

John  del  Rey  Miiiitifr  Co..  in  T.oudon,  the 
chairman  made  a  very  favorable  I'L'port  in 
regard  to  output,  but  as  the  witer  power  is 
bacomintj;  uncertiiu  the  directors  liave  resolved 
to  go  in  for  the  generation  of  electrical  power, 
and  the  chairman  aiuiouuced  that  an  issue  of 
44,000  shares  would  he  offered  to  existinff 
shareholders  at  par,  in  the  proportion  of  one 
new  share  to  ten  old,  when  the  shares  sliall 
stand  ata  UKirktt  price  of  24s.  or  25s.  Jlean- 
while  the  company  is  in  a  comfortable  position, 
as  during  the  past  three  months  it  has  realised 
a  profit  of  £  w,ooo,  with  which,  the  chairman 
frankly  stated,  he  did  not  intend  to  pnrt.  The 
shareholders  must  therefore  content  themselves 
firo  tcm.  with  the  small  dividend  distributed

important  observations  were  made  as  to  the 
life  of  the  mine,  it  beinf;  stated  thrrt  there  is 
in  sight  some  600,000  tons,  or  enoutjli  to  last 
six  years  at  the  present  rate  of  consumption, 
and  that  the  work  undertaken  in  opeiiins;

Thk  refusal  of  tlie  senate,  by  a  bare 
majority,  to  concede  licence  for  the  pro- 
secution of  Senator  Joao  Cordeiro  for 
complicity  in  the  attempt  on  the  life  of 
President  Prudente  de  Moraes,  is  a  fatal 
mistake.  It  makes  the  upper  chamber 
of  congress  an  accomplice  in  the  guilt 
of  the  accused,  it  stains  the  lionor  and 
reputation  of  the  liighest  legislative 
body  in  the  land,  and  it  casts  an  unjust 
renectioii  upon  the  courts.  And  still 
further,  it  establishes  a  precedent  which 
can  not  fail  to  bring  trouble  upon  the 
country  in  the  future.  We  say  nothing 
of  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  tlie  accused, 
l}ut  as  he  has  been  formally  charged 
with  participation  in  an  infanioiis  and 
treasonable  attempt  upon  the  life  of  the 
executive,  common  justice  demands 
that  he  shall  respond  for  his  acts  liefore 
the  tribunals.  In  justice  and  honor,  he 
can  not  do  otherwise,  nor  can  any  im- 
uiuuity  l)e  conceded  for  his  protection 
which  will  not  offend  every  sense  of 
right  and  etpiity.  If  he  is  innocent,  his 
own  honor  demands  the  opportunity  to 
estabhsh  that  fact.  To  elude  a  trial, 
either  by  llight,  by  subterfuge,  or  by 
shielding  himself  behind  a  mistaken 
ruling  of  tlie  senate,  is  a  \irtiial  con- 
fession of  guilt,  and  will  be  so  consider- 
ed by  the  world.  It  is  asserted  that  the 
police  obtained  by  violence  the  confes- 
sions which  implicated  biin  in  the  con- 
spiracy, but  this  docs  not  warrant  the 
protection  extended  to  him.  Congress 
is  not  a  judicial  body  and  can  not  decide 
upon  such  a  charge.  I^et  him  prove 
this  assertion  before  the  courts,  and 
there  can  be  no  doubt  whatever  of  the 
result.  We  do  not  for  a  moment  believe 
that  tliere  is  a  court  of  justice  in  this 
city  wdiicli  would  declare  him  guilty  on 
evidence  obtained  in  such  a  manner. 
But  the  cbarg'^*  of  violence  rests  upon 
the  assertion  of  a  doubly  perjured  man, 
for  whose  word  no  one  can  give  the 
slightest  respect.  Nothing  l>ut  a  search 
ing  judicial  investigation  can  establish 
the  truth,  and  it  is  congress  itself  which 
is  placing  an  impassable  obstacle  in  its 
way.  There  is  no  avoiding  the  con- 
clusion that  by  this  congress  is  com- 
mitting a  dishonorable  and  criminal  act, 
Practically  it  is  assuming  responsilnlity 
for  a  criminal  attempt  upon  the  execu- 
tive. Were  the  President  to  refuse 
furtlier  correspondence  with  such  a 
body,  who  could  blame  him  ?  A  foul 
conspiracj'  was  formed  against  his  life, 
and  a:i  attempt  was  actually  m  ide  to 
assassinate  him.  A  poHce  inquiry 
showed  that  the  president  of  the  senate 
and  one  of  its  members,  together  with 
several  prominent  deputies,  were  con- 
cerned in  the  plot,  and  yet  that  body  not 


TirK  action  of  congress  in  reftising 
to  grant  permission  for  tlte  trial  of  cer- 
tain members  on  a  criminal  accusation, 
can  not  fail  to  lead  to  serious  trouble  in 
the  future.  It  is  not  the  first  case,  nor 
win  it  be  the  hist,  and  tlie  dangerous 
principle  may  now  be  considered  estab- 
lished tliat  the  members  of  the  law- 
making branch  of  the  government  are 
exempt  and  free  from  all  legal  resi)ou- 
sibiHty  for  the  crimes  they  m:iy  commit- 
Such  an  imiumiity  will  inevitably  lead 
to  grave  abuses  ;uid  a  ;-iolent  reaction  at 
no  distant  day.  We  can  not  conceive  of 
a  people  so  spiritless  and  debased  as  to 
sid)mit  to  such  an  abuse  of  privilege.  In 
the  early  struggles  for  jDopiiiar  represen- 
tation, immunities  against  arrest  for 
political  offences  or  for  trifling  misde- 
meanors were  necessary  in  order  to  pro 
tect  tlie  legislator  against  the  crown. 
Hut  tlley  were  never  designed  toshiehl 
him  from  the  penalties  of  re\-olling 
crime.  In  a  re])iil)!ic,  liowever,  siicli 
immunities  are  wholly  tuitof  jilace.  The 
law  is  there  supreme,  and  every  citizen, 
from  tlie  lowest  to  the  highest,  is  ameii- 
able  to  its  provisions.  In  a  moiiarchs" 
the  king  can  do  no  wrong,  while  in  a 
republic  tile  law  can  make  noiiislinclions. 
Both  of  these  principles  are  fundamental. 
Once  admit  an  exception  ami  you  destroy 
the  princi])le.  The  republic  wliich  cre- 
ates a  privileged  class  within  its  Inuinds, 
ceases  to  be  a  true  rf]uiblje,  {>.,\-  thence- 
forward its  citizens  are  no  lunger  e<pial 
in  rights  and  privileges,  and  the  law  is 
no  longLn-  supreme.  And  Ihtj  resuUanl 
])ohtical  orguii/.ali>n  will  lie  iiiruiitel\- 
worse  tlian  the  monarchy,  ftir  it  ^^■eakens 
the  c)nservative  principh'  of  antlujrity 
and  iiKL-finilely  extends  tin-  |irivilege  of 
irresponsibility.  Privilfgis  and  iiiunu- 
nities  have  been  the  curse  and  ruin  of 
all  the  rci)ublics  of  Latin  America,  and 
will  continue  so  until  the  end.  No 
matter  how  carefully  the  coustitutioii 
and  laws  of  a  reiiublic  may  have  been 
framed,  the  exi,steiice  of  sudi  privileg:'s 
and  immunities  will  inevihihly  bring 
about  abuses  and  pohtical  di-.nrder.  li 
is  inconceivable  that  so  eminem  a  jmii- 
tica!  student  as  Ruy  liarbosa  slionld  have 
overlooked  their  fatal  infiuence.  and 
should  himself  have  contributed  U)  their 
creation  and  protection,  and  it  can  onh- 
be  explained,  perhajis,  on  his  acceptance 
of  transitory  factors  in  political  develop- 
ment as  fundamental  principles.  It  may 
now  !)e  too  late  to  correct  the  error,  hut 
we  should  at  least  like  to  see  it  disc\issed.

Every  one  in  South  America  knows  that 
the  name  of  Frank  Brown  is  a  natne  to  conjure 
with.  In  Brazil  as  well  as  in  the  River 
Plate  he  is-  known  as  the  Prince  of  Clowns, 
and  some  one  who  knew  how  easily  his  heart 
goes  out  to  children  and  charitable  institutions 
in  the  Argentine  Republic,  conceived  the 
happy  idea  of  asking  him  to  give  a  benefit 
performance  for  the  most  deserving  institution 
we  have  in  Rio.  and  that  of  common  accord  is 
the  Strangers'  Hospital,  as  far  as  our  counnu- 
nity  is  concerned.  The  idea  onee  broached 
canght  on  like  wild  fire,  and  every  Knglisli- 
speaking  man,  woman  and  child  become  en- 
tbusiastic  over  the  idea  of  spending  a  idglit  at 
Frank  Brown's  circus,  to  laugh  as  only  he  can 
make  one  laugb,  and  at  the  same  time  do  a 
great  good  to  the  institution  which  has  de- 
ser\-ed  well  of  all  in  the  past,  ami  which  will 
be  of  pennailent  good  when  those  who  wisely 
and  generously  founded   it  have  pa.ssed  away. 

The  necessary  negotiations  with  Mr,  Frank 
Brown  were  of  the  simplest  nature.  He 
jumped  at  the  idea  as  readily  in  Brazil  as  he 
has  again  and  again  jum])ed  at  ideas  of  doing 
good  to  similar  institutions  in  the  River  Plate.
